It has been said that three-fourths 


or nine-tenths, or some such big pro- 
portion—the exact figures do not mat- 
ter—of the business of the world Is 
done on credit. If this was not true 
there wouldn't be much business done 
for no currency system could be de- 
vised that would furnish enough money 
to meet the needs of commerce if ev- 
ery article sold had to be paid for In 
actual cash. The amount of money in 
circulation in the United States is only 
947 per capita and this would not go 
very far if everyone had 
to keep 


enough cash on hand to pay for all 
that he might buy. 


The greatest of financiers need cred- 


it. They keep their resources employ- 
ed and at times are in need of ready 
cash. The same thing Is true at times 
of men of smaller means. The credit 
system, as it is used sometimes, espe- 
cially In the smaller communities, Is 
abused and works a serious hardship 
upon the business men of the town. 
Some merchants, to avoid the loss that 
results from such abuse of the system 
or possibly to enable them to sell 
goods sit a lower price than their com- 
petitors, operate strictly on a cash ba- 
sis, but the great majority of mer- 
•hants in every community give those 
customers who are responsible and 
honest the privilege of a charge ac- 
fount and the chances are that some 
sort of a credit system, properly safe- 
guarded, will always continue to be a 
feature of legitimate trade. 


Ask Catalogue House for Credit. 
You who have a reputation in your 


community for boine at least fairly re- 
sponsible and upright know that when 
you desire it or need it you can obtain 
-redit from at least some of the mer- 
chants in your town. But some time 
'\hen you are in need of some article 
r>f merchandise and are a little short 
of ready money, order what you want 
from a mr.il order house in Chicago or 
some other city and ask them to please 
chjiriri' it till the first of tho month. 
The experiment will be interesting, at 
least, and the answer that you receive 
may cause you to give n. little thought 
to the difference between trading with 
the mail order house in some far-off 
city nnd buying from tho merchants in 
your own home town. 


Some mail order concerns are now 


operating n so-called credit system, but 
it is not a credit system such as Is 
maintained by most retail merchants. 
Theso mail order houses will sell cer- 
tain merchandise on the installment 
plan, but they not only demand an 
Initial cash payment, but require the 
purchaser to sign a contract which 
operates ns a mortgage not only on the 
men handiso purchased, but upon any 
other property that the customer may 
possess. There is nothing in this 
system that bears any similarity to the 
open credit system that is used by 
tho majority of retail merchants. 


There are some other requests you 


might make of the mail order man 
when the occasion arises and the re- 
sponses might be equally interesting. 
For instance, you, Mrs. Farmer, who 
bought that box of groceries from the 
catalogue house last month, might 
write the manager nnd ask him to buy 
your butter and esrgs. 
Of course, it 


would be considerable more trouble to 
pack them for shipment to the city 
than it is to take them in to your lo- 
cal grocer, who is always ready to 
pay you the market price for them, but 
then inajbo the mail order man would 
pay you enough moro than the market 
price to pay \on for the extra trouble. 
And then again, maybe he wouldn't. 


And, 
then, there is that mowing 


machine that you, Mr. Farmer, have 
been figuring on trading in for a new 
machine. 
Suppose you write to the 


mail order man from whom you bought 
that wire fencing and ask him what 
he will allow jon for your old machine 
on a trade for a new one. Of course, 
the local hardware dealer in the town 
whore you find a market for your farm 
products will allow you a fair price 
for your old machine, but what's tho 
use of asking him to do it. The mall 
order man surely will be glad to do 
that much for you, will he not? Yes, 
he will not. 


List Is Endless. 


There are a good many things the 


mail order man will not do for you. 
Tho list would be too long to crowd 
into one Issue of n newspaper. 
He 


will not give yon credit, however 
much you may need It. He will not 
buy tho farmer's produce. He w ill not 
pay a dollar of taxes to help support 
your schools or build your roads. He 
will not contribute a cent to the sup- 
port of your churches or your charita- 
ble institutions. He will not lend you 
a helping hand In time of trouble. 


The local merchants In a' community 


will do everything for the people In 
that community that the mall order 
man will not do for them. This facr 
should make It easy for the people of 
the community to decide which It L« 
to their Interest to do busings wit*. 


BOUND TO ANOTHER 


WHEN MASSACRED 


The body of Raymond C. C. Jacobs, 


York, who was killed in tho Lester 
strip mine massacre, at Herrin, 111., 
Thuijsdlay aweek, arrived in York on 
Thjirsday 
morniljg. 
The 
remains 


were accompanied by Wm. Jacobs, of 
York, brother of the dead man, and 
his 
widow, 
formerly 
Miss 
Mabel 


Kauffman, of East Berlin. The fune- 
ral was held from the home of the 
dead man's mother Sunday mor,ning, 
with interment at Mummert's meeting 
house. Mr. Jacobs and the widow of 
the dead man, after having dispatched1 
several telegrams without receiving a 
reply, left Saturday aweek for the 
scene of the fight, to find somethine 
dlefinite concerning the brother and 
hueband. 


A search thru the pile of clothing 


brought to light the clothing worn by 
the York man. His body was located 
in the cemetery, where the victims 
had been buried. He was listed as 
No. 26, A Aerrin netwspaper- gave 
gunshot wounds on the sMe of the 
face and a pistol wound in the breast 
as the contributing causes of death. 
The grave was opened nnd the body 
taken 
from the 
coffin. Both Mrs. 


Jacobs and her brother-in-law identi- 
fied the body as that of the one they 
sought. The remains were shipped' 
the following day from Johnston City 
to York. 


An account of" how Jacobs met his 


death was given by a man in the 
hospital, to whom the Yorker was 
bound on Thursday morning, 
after 


the strike-breaker 
had surrendered 


to the armed mob which stormed the 
mine^ In 
marching 
through 
the 


woodte, surrounded by thousands of 
angry men, Jacobs fell before gun- 
fire. His comrade also was badlv 
wounded, but retained the presence 
of mind to sham death. Late in the 
afternoon a citizen of Her.rin who was 
going over 
the 
woods 
found 
the 


wounded man and at his side the 
body of Jacobs lay stretched on the 
ground. According to the dead man's 
jrother, Raymond thought he was go- 
ing to work on a clean-cut proposi- 
;ion and not as a strike-breaker. A 
few days before the Yorker ari/ived 
the officials of Lester strip mine be- 
gan to load coal contrary to a written 
agreement with the striking miners. 
This is what caused the differences 
which had their climax in the battle.

FRESH FISH

N THE parts of the country where 
fish may be caught, cooked and 


eaten the same day, there is no more 
appetizing and healthful food. 
Fish 


should be cleaned and placed on ice, 
never leaving it until put into the oven 
or broiler; then the flavor will be good 
and the dish appetizing. 


Pike, bass, pickerel and perch all 


abound in the fresh waters. There are 
any number of ways of serving them. 
Stuffed and baked, the pike and pick- 
erel are excellent. The perch are 
usually fried until crisp and brown, 
They should be rolled in seasoned 
flour before cooking. 


A meaty fish is very good boiled in 


acidulated 
water and served witb 


cooked spinach and this sauce: 


Banana Filling. 


Scrape and mash two ripe bananas, 


add one tablesnoonful of lemon juice, 
two tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar 
and one-half cupful candied orange 
peel. Use on yellow cake, top witb 
whipped cream. 


Creole Sane*. 


Sift one can of tomatoes (a pint). 


season well witb one tea spoonful of 
salt, a dash of cayenne. Add one cap- 
ful of fresh mushrooms that have been 
cooked In butter for five minutes. To 
the butter left in the pan add two 
tablespoonfuls 
of flour; stir 
until 


smooth. Add to the snuce and cook 
all together until thick. Add tw.o tea- 
spoonfuls of onion juice, one green 
pepper, finely Chopped, and pour tht 
whole over the boiled fish.

Community

Catalogue Concerns Will 
Not Do.

It has boon said that thrce-fourtha 
or nino-tonths, or soino such big pro- 
portion—the exact figures do not mat- 
ter—of the business of the world Is 
done on credit. 
If this was not true 
there wouldn't be much business done 
for no currency system could be de- 
vised that would furnish enough money 
to meet the needs of commerce if ev- 
ery article sold had to be paid for in 
actual cash. 
The amount of money In 
ciroulaiion in the Uniied Slates Is only 
5i47 per capita and this would not go 
very fnr If everyone had 
to 
keep 
entnigh cash on hand to pay for all 
that he might buy. 


Tlie greatest of financiers need cred- 
it. They keep their resources employ- 
ed and at times are in need of ready 
cash. The same thing Is true at times 
of men of smaller means. 
The credit 
system, as it Is used sometimes, espe- 
cially In the smaller communities, Is 
abused and works a serious hardship 
upon the business men of the town. 
Some merchants, to avoid the loss that 
results from such abuse of the system 
or possibly to enable them 
to 
sell 
goods at a lower price than their com- 
petitors, operate strictly on a cash ba- 
sis, but the great majority of mer- 
chants in every community give those 
customers who are responsible anci 
honest the privilege of a charge ac- 
count and the chances are that some 
sort of a credit system, properly safe- 
guarded, will always continue to be a 
feature of legitimate trade. 


Ask Catalogue House for Credit. 
You who have a reputation in your 
community for being at least fairly re- 
sponsilile and upright icnow that when 
you desire It or need It you can obtain 
credit from at least some of the mer- 
chants In your town. 
Rut some time 
when you are In need of some article 
of merehandlse and are a little short 
of ready money, order what you want 
from a mr^il order house in Chicago or 
some other city and ask them to please 
chjiriTG it till the first of Uio nionl.h. 


The experiment will be interesting, at 
least, and the answer that you receive 
may cause you to give a little thought 
to the dllTerence between trading with 
the mail order house In some far-off 
ciiy and buying from the merchants in 
yotn* own home town. 


Some mail order concerns are now 
operating a so-called credit system, but 
It Is not a credit system such as Is 
• maintained by most retail merchants. 
These mall order houses will sell cer- 
tain merchandise on the Installment 
plan, but they not only demand an 
Initial cash payment, but require the 
purchaser to sign a contract M'hieh 
operates as a mortgage not only on the 
merchandise purchased, but upon any 
other property tliat the customer may 
possess, 
Tiiere 
Is 
nothing 
In 
this 
system that bears any simllarHy to the 
open credit system that Is used by 
the majority of I'etail merchants. 


There are some other requests you 
might make of the mail order man 
when the occasion arises and the re- 
sponses miglit be equally Interesting. 
For Instance, you. Mrs. Farmer, who 
bought that box of groceries from tiie 
catalogue 
house 
last 
month, might 
write the manager and ask him to buy 
your butter and eggs. 
Of course, It 
would be consideral)le more trouble to 
pack them for shipment to the city 
than it Is to take them in to your lo- 
cal grocer, who is always ready to 
pay yiui the market price for Ihem. but 
then maybe the mall order man woulti 
pay you enough more tlian the market 
j)rico to pay you for tlie extra trouble. 
And tiien again, maybe lie wouldn't. 


And. then, there Is that 
mowing 
maclilne that you, Mr. Farmer, have 
been figuring on trading in for a new 
machine. 
Suppose you write to tl)e 
mail order njan from whom you bouglu 
that wire fencing and ask him what 
he will allow you for your old machine 
on a trade for a new one, 
Of course, 
the local hardware dealer In the town 
wiiere you find a market for your farm 
products will allow you a fair price 
for yuur old machine, but what's tlie 
use of asking him to do it. The mail 
order man surely will be glad to do 
that iimch for you, will Jie not? 
Yes, 
ho will not. 


List Is Endless. 


There are a good many things the 
mail order man will not do for you, 
The list would be too long to crowd 
into one iysue of a newspaper. 
He 
will not give 
you 
credit, 
however 
much you may need it. 
Jle will not 
buy the farmer's produce. He will not 
pay a dollar of taxes to help support 
your schools or build your roads. 
He 
will not contribute a cent to the sup- 
port of your churches or your charita- 
ble Institutions. 
He will not lend you 
a helping hand in time of trouble. 


The local merchants in a'community 
will do everything for the people in 
that community that the mail order 
man will not do for them. 
This facr 
should make it easy for the people of 
the community to decide which it is- 
to their interest to do business wltiv
